WASHINGTON (UPI) - Unemploy­ 
ment fell to 7.9 per cent at the end of 
1976, still slightly higher than when the 
year began, the Labor Departm ent 
reported today. 


Decem ber’s decline from the year’s 
highest level of 8.1 per cent in November 
brought some relief for Jimmy Carter as 
he prepares to assume the presidency. 
The year-end rate still was only one per 
cent below the 1975 recession peak. 
The report also heralded a full-year of 
virtual stagnation on the American job 
market. The December rate was 0.1 per 
cent higher than last January. President 
Ford previously predicted that un­ 
employment would be cut below seven 
per cent in 1976. As a result. Carter has 
been cautious in promising no more than 
1.5 per cent decline in 1977. 
Unemployment dipped to a 1976 low of 
7.3 per cent last May, but those improve­ 
ments were wiped out by July. Jobles­ 
sness hovered between 7.8 per cent and 
7.9 per cent for four months prior to 
November 
Combined with this grim news was 
another Labor Department report show­ 
ing that wholesale prices rose 0.9 per 
cent in December, reflecting a double­ 
digit annual rate. 
A total of 7.6 million persons were out 
of work in December, a decrease of 
about 210.000; but most of the decrease 
occurred among adult men, many of 
whom simply left the labor market. 
This was matched by a disappointing 
fourth quarter increase in the number of 
discouraged workers, persons who have 
given up looking for jobs. Of the more 
than one million discouraged workers, 
most indicated that market factors had 
persuaded them that job-hunting was 
fruitless 
A record 88 4 million persons held jobs, 
however This was an increase of about 
220,000 over November. 
Dr. John Kendrick, the Commerce 
Department’s chief economist, said the 
increase in the number of jobholders 
“ does confirm our theory that the 
economy is swinging up more vigorously 
since the slowdown ended in October.” 
The number of job-losers in the nation 
declined to 3.7 million in November — 
the lowest level since last June. The 
number of persons working part-time in­ 
voluntarily fell to 3.4 million, reflecting 
the first real drop since June. 
While men were leaving the labor 
force in December, most of the new jobs 
went to women, continuing a trend that 
has surfaced often since the depth of the 
recession 
Some of the 4 2 million jobs have been 
added to the nation's payroll since the 
recession low in March, 1975 Nearly 3 
million of those jobs were created during 
1976. 
The total labor force also has been 
growing rapidly during this period, ac­ 
counting for the continuing high un­ 
em ploym ent rate. Some 2.8 m illion 
persons entered the labor force in 1976, 
more than half of them adult women. 


State of Union 
talk tonight 
by President 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - President 
Ford gives his final State of the Union 
speech tonight and aides said he would 
use the nationally televised farewell ad­ 
dress to reaffirm his “faith in the 
American people and in American in­ 
stitutions.” 
But barring last-minute changes, they 
said, he will not outline any major new 
proposals or deal at length with two of 
the most controversial issues still before 
him — decontrol of gasoline prices and 
amnesty for Vietnam-era draft evaders 
and deserters. 
Ford was to deliver the speech at 9 
p m 
EST before a joint session of 
Congress. 
It was almost sure to be his last 
presidential appearance in the House 
where he served a generation, and a last 
chance for him to express his views 
nationally before turning power over to 
Jimmy Carter next week 
The speech was expected to run about 
45 minutes, take in a wide range of top 
domestic and foreign policy issues, and 
play up his administration's primary ac­ 
complishments. 
“ It w ill be an accounting of the 
President's stewardship,” said two of­ 
ficials Tuesday 
“ It will contain warnings and direc­ 
tions for the future and be a testam ent to 
the President’s faith in the American 
people and in American institutions.” 
Aides said Ford began working on the 
speech soon after the election, and that it 
would express his personal political and 
philosophical views. 
His recom m endations for m eeting 
major challenges ahead, they said, 
would be general in most instances.

MESSINA. Sicily (U P I ) - - The U S 
aircraft carrier Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and a Liberian freighter collided Tues­ 
day night in rough seas off the coast of 
Italy.

Rural housing loans 
guaranteed by FHA 


The Farm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration (Fm H A ) now 
guarantees rural housing loans 
made by commercial banks, 
savings and loan associations, 
and other private lenders, 
Frank Scott, FmHA county 
supervisor for Santa Barbara 
County, announced. 
Fm HA, the rural credit 
agency of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA), will 
guarantee up to 90 per cent of 
the principal and interest of 
these loans. 
Guaranteed housing loans are 
available for moderate income 
borrowers who cannot get hous­ 
ing mortgage credit without a 
guarantee. Applicants who can­ 
not qualify for guaranteed loans 
may apply for loans made by 
FmHA. 
At present, the USDA agency 
will offer loan guarantees only 
under its single family housing 
loan program. FmHA will con­ 
tinue to make single family 
housing loans with its own 
funds. It will also continue to 
make but not guarantee loans 
for rural rental housing, farm 
labor housing, housing site 
development and other pur­ 
poses.

Alcohol program irregularities 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare says it found 
irregularities in $23 million 
worth of government alcohol­ 
ism grants to national organiza­ 
tions in recent years. 
“ The magnitude of the funds 
awarded to accomplish the 
tasks set forth in the grant ap­ 
plications appeared, in some 
cases, to be excessive,” H EW 
said in a report to Congress 
Tuesday 
Several grants appeared to 
have been made mainly to 
c r e a te 
or 
s tre n g th e n 
professional associations in the 
field of alcoholism, the report 
said 
Pre-clearance 
review 
of 
many grants to national organi­ 
zations was “ highly irregular 
and inconsistent.” In one in­ 
stance. grant money was spent 
in a wav that “ may be in­ 


terpreted as attempting to in­ 
fluence legislation at the 
federal level,” the report said. 
“ This instance involved publi­ 
cation of a legislative newslet­ 
ter for a short period of time 
which encouraged recipients to 
write to Congress regarding 
various pieces of alcoholism 
legislation.” 


Irving Wolf, chairman of the 
H EW panel which investigated 
grants to 16 organizations, 
declined to say which one sup­ 
posedly tried to influence 
legislation.

farm problems — catfish 


HONOLULU (U P I) — Shirley Temple Black, the State De­ 
partment's chief of protocol, says she has a solution for 
America’s farm problems — catfish. 
The former U.S. Ambassador to Ghana and one-time child 
movie star, told the American Farm Bureau Federation con­ 
vention Tuesday that commerical fishing has reached limita­ 
tions unequal to the demands placed on it. 
“ But farming the sea — or farming any water — is a new 
profession of wide open potential,” she said. 
To prove her point to the 8,000 delegates who jammed 
Blasidell Center to hear her, Ms. Black used the lowly cat­ 
fish as her prize statistic. She said catfish farming has grown 
up almost unnoticed in the past ten years from zero acres of 
farm ponds to almost 60,000. 
Current production, she said, is about 50 million pounds, 
barely half of the American demand. Farmers could gross 
$3,000 an acre every year by raising catfish, she added. 
The State Department’s second most famous personality 
described the farm-grown catfish as “ an adaptable fellow 


and 8irl- 
“ Like all of us. fish take on flavor of what we eat. Wild cat­ 
fish, having scrounged a living in some evil backwater may 
taste peculiar. Conversely farm-fed catfish are sweet as 
chicken, flaky meat, few bones, a real epicurian delight. 
"Why wouid catfish make a good alternate use of farm 
land?” she asked. “ Return on the farmer’s investment, of 
course. I ’m told one acre of well-managed pond will yield 
3,000 pounds of catfish each 18-month growing cycle from 
hatch to market size Prices today hover at a dollar a 
pound.” 
Ambasssdor Black said that in Japan and Korea. 373.000 
tons of marine plants are produced yearly, most of it for 
food Single cell algae such as chlorella, is cultivated as high- 
protein human food 
“ Obviously there is considerable potential for increasing 
U.S. food production by utilizing known techniques of aqua­ 
culture "

LOCKER BEEF 


Will the Santa Ynez Valley, 
known for years for its quality 
cro p s of a lfa lfa , 
g ra in s, 
w alnuts, tom atoes, flowers, 
sugar beets, beans, and more 
recently, grapes, on its rich soil, 
soon win acclaim as a jojoba 
bean production center? 
Judging from the attendance 
a t y e s te r d a y a f te rn o o n ’s 
luncheon meeting of the Santa 
Ynez V alley F arm B ureau 
Center, it very well could be. 
With Thomas W Schneider of 
the Sonora Desert Oil Co. as the 
principal speaker, a record- 
breaking luncheon m eeting 
number of 75 overflowed the 
usual meeting room onto the 
dining room of the Red Bam 
Restaurant to hear Schneider 
speak on the growing of what 
would be a new crop for the 
area: jojoba beans 
S ch n eid er d e sc rib e d the 
jojoba bean as being native to 
the southwestern part of the 
country and one which had been 
used for many years by the In­ 
dians as a food crop as well as 
for so ap 
p u rp o se s a f t e r 
crushing. 
He said the bean produces an 
oil close to sperm oil in its con­ 
tents 
Schneider pointed out 
that sperm whale oil is being 
phased out with the oil from the 
bean taking its place 
Schneider said the bean is an 
excellent vehicle for penicillin 
and other antibiotic cultures, is 
a fine lubricating oil and can be 
heated repeatedly without los­ 
ing its viscosity. 
He said growing of the bean 
at the outset of the Santa Ynez 
Valley would be somewhat ex­ 
perimental. pointing out that 
the young seedlings are sen­ 
sitive to frost at 21 degrees, 
while the older plants will sus­ 
tain some frost damage at 17 
degrees. 
Schneider said an average of 
about 800 plants should be 
planted to an acre and pointed 
out that pruning does not take 
place until they are at least 
seven years old because they 
are basically a wild plant. 
He noted that production at 
the fourth year will average 
about four pounds to the plant 


and will increase after that. He 
said that a 55-year-old plant at 
the Santa Barbara Bontanical 
Garden was producing about 30 
pounds per plant. 
Schneider stated that the 
plants required fertilization and 
about 16 inches of water a year. 
He said the plants have a very 
deep tap root and appear to like 
sandy-like soil. 
He told the center members 
his firm was setting up a small 
processing plant in the Oxnard 
area and noted that the size of 
the plant would be expanded as 
more growers entered the field. 
A t th e p r e s e n t t i m e , 
Schneider said M archiando 
Bros Nurseries in Buellton and 
Goleta are growing seedling 
plants for his firm. 
He told the group he felt 
jojoba beans could be planted 
on slope areas as well as flat 
land Schneider refrained from 
going into specifics on what per 
acre crop yield could be ex­ 
pected from the beans. 
The beans, like walnuts, fall 
to the ground at each harvest 
time in September and October. 
Mechanical harvesters are be­ 
ing developed, he added.

Gis use CB 
in Germany 
By Ink Dipper 


(Editor’s Note: Ink Dipper 
(KYZ-3916) is the handle of 
the editor of The CB Times- 
Jouroal.) 
U S military personnel take 
pieces of America with them 
wherever they go, and the CB 
radio is no exception. 
While the CB is not allowed 
in every country, the Federal 
Republic of Germ any has 
accepted it, and a large con­ 
centration of U.S. military 
men and women there have 
popularized the CB radio. 
More than 1,500 Americans 
now have CB radios in Ger­ 
many 
And, just as the 
Japanese picked up baseball, 
the Germans have started CB­ 
ing 
CBers in Germ any must 
operate under restrictions 
that would make most state­ 
side CBers pull the plug For 
instance, single sideband and 
directional antennas are il­ 
legal there. Instead of paying 
one license fee for several 
radios ($4 for five years in the 
United States). CBers in Ger­ 
many must pay a monthly 
license fee ranging from $2 to 
17 Maximum power allowed 
for a base transm itter in Ger­ 
many is one watt compared 
with four watts in America, 
though German mobile units 
can have up to five watts. The 
G e r m a n s h a v e only 
12 
channels, com pared to 40 
here. 
But through all of this 
b u r e a u c r a t i c 
t o r m e n t , 
Americans still take to the 
air 
Mobile antennas swish 
from the tops of Gl-owned 
automobiles, and despite the 
power 
l i m i t a t i o n ma ny 
Americans also have base 
radio sets at their homes 
But CBing in Germany also 
has some advantages The air­ 
waves in Germany are still 
relatively clear. ’Diere is no 
restriction on how far a CBer 
can talk, compared with the 
150-mile limit in the U.S.. so 
German CBers talk to other 
radio oper a t ors on skip 
signals bouncing in from other 
parts of Europe. 
And another nice touch is 
that the German government 
does not assign call letters — 
CBers are licensed by their 
handles 


CBing was illegal in Ger­ 
many until 1974. and even then 
th e g o v e r n m e n t d i d n ’t 
publicize the newly opened 
band When word did get out, 
though, CBs started popping 
up all over the country. Ger­ 
man businesses, especially 
those around U.S. military 
bases, now sell CBs adapted to 
German technical standards 
Americans and Germ ans 
use their CBs much the same 
way we use them here 
ALERT (Affiliated League 
of Emergency Radio Teams) 


and REACT (Radio Emergen­ 
cy Affiliated Citizens Teams) 
have branches in West Ger­ 
many, and Germans have a 
cou n terp art 
em ergen cy 
organization. 
A m erican 
e m erg en cy 
teams often work with Ger­ 
mans during emergencies, 
such as searching for lost 
children or helping motorists 
stranded by floods. 
The international CBers 
also aid police, providing 
crowd control and first aid 
during sports events and 
public gatherings 
In som e areas special 
patrols keep watch on Ger­ 
man highways, and in one city 
near Munich a group of CBers 
donated a base unit to a local 
h osp ital w here m ed ical 
technicians 
m onitor for 
emergency calls. 
Many of the Americans 
speak only a little German, 
but they’ve found a way 
around the language barrier 
when they are on the highway 
with their CBs and find 
someone needing assistance 
Cards printed in English, 
German, French and Italian 
ask. “Are you having trouble? 
If so, may I be of assistance. 
Please check the list below 
(also in the four languages) 
and mark the trouble you are 
having.” 
Americans who CB in Ger­ 
many say there is a fellowship 
among most CBers that cuts 
across nationality, language 
and culture. One GI talked 
about that and then noted re­ 
cent stories from America 
about bloodshed and deaths 
caused by CBers’ arguments 
over channel time 
“ That wouldn’t happen 
here,” the GI said. “We get 
along with one another and we 
cooperate. It really should 
serve a lesson to the folks 
back home.”

Plank m et her at age 9 and remembers 
Sharon as “a child who really had a lot of 
courage, who would go full speed and if 
she fell she'd laugh and get up and do it 
again " 
Rising at 5 a m five days a week for 
five hours of practice before school. 
Sharon has progressed in nine years to a 
triple revolution jump that challenges 
even the world’s best skaters. 
“Yesterday I landed a beautiful one. 
My mom saw it.” she said. “ I’m not 
afraid of it because if I’m afraid, 
everyone will start picking on me and 
saying I'm chicken.” 
Plank recalled of a series of skating 
accidents that befell Sharon a few years 
back 
“ She broke her arm in May and her leg 
in August. She had to be off the ice six 
months and just one month after she was 
back skating she was jumping at full 
speed again.” 
He feels Sharon can move up a class 
and reach the U.S. Nationals next year. 
“Sharon has the ability of a true 
athlete. I don't feel she has hit her peak 
at all If things go well, she could go 
much, much higher There may be more 
beautiful skaters with ballet movements 
but athletically she’s very, very strong 
Her jumps are extrem ely high She’s 
more an explosive type.” 


Sharon’s mother, Phyllis, loves to call 
her daughter — with good reason and a 
bit of pride — “a typical teen-ager ” 
“There were tim es when I thought, 
Oh. my God. my child will never talk, ” 
she said. “ And then suddenly she's a 
teen-ager and you’re saying ‘shut up’ to a 
deaf kid It’s ridiculous. 1 say it to her all 
the time She’s really quite talkative. 


“I don't know that she would be doing 
as well if she hadn't gotten involved in 
skating It just opened up a whole world 
for her There are other kids doing just 
what she's doing and because of that it’s 
helped her to be a typical kind of kid 
rather than different 
“I think it's probbly the best single 
thing that's ever happened to her. Even 
if she never won another award it would 
be good for her because it’s put her on a 
level with her peers." 
Sharon flashes that special shy smile 
and admits she has a dream of reaching 
the 1980 Olympics, a feat she realistical­ 
ly knows is a long shot at best.

According to 
Chicago General Manager Bob Kennedy, 
Monday became too expensive for the

“ Rick was simply asking for more 
than we were able to pay,” Kennedy 
said. “ We traded him strictly as a mat­ 
ter of dollars and cents.” 
Monday played last season on a one- 
year contract for an estim ated $90,000. 
Kennedy said the 11-year veteran, a 
product of Santa Monica. Calif., who 
went to Arizona State, asked for a mul­ 
ti-year contract. 
“I had not asked to be traded and I 
never would simply because of my ap­ 
preciation for the way the Cubs treated 
me and because of my regard for friends 
and team mates in Chicago,” said Mon­ 
day.

two of his brothers and came 
away feeling better about his 
coming execution by firing 
squad on Monday 
Utah State Prison officials 
said they bent the rules Tues­ 
day to grant the 36-year-old 
killer — one of nine children — 
a visit with the fam ily 
members whom he had not seen 
in years 
His invalid mother was to 
have attended too. but was un­ 
able to make the trip from 
Milwaukie. Ore 
Prison officers said Gilmore, 
who had been getting nervous 
as his execution date neared, 
seemed cheered by the hour- 
long visit, during which he chat­ 
ted amicably and laughed with 
his brothers Frank and Mike 
it looked like a pretty good 
visit, 
said Lt. Ersel Fagan, 
the supervisor of the prison’s 
maximum-security section 
He said Gilmore was “ in 


pretty good spirits” afterward, 
in marked contrast to his 
earlier nervousness about his 
impending execution 
While Gilmore reminisced 
with his brothers, a judge is­ 
sued a second order allowing at­ 
torneys for one of his victim’s 
widows the right to go to the 
prison to take depositions from 
the killer 
Gilmore was convicted of 
killing Bennie Bushnell, a 
Provo motel clerk, during a 
July robbery. He has also ad­ 
mitted murdering Max Jensen, 
a service station attendant in 
nearby Orem, on the previous 
night But he has not been tried 
for the Jensen killing 
Jensen s widow Colleen, her 
infant daughter Monica, and 
two insurance firms which paid 
workmen's compensation and 
life insurance to the Jensens, 
have filed a civil suit against 
Gilmore for more than $1 
million 
Debbie Bushnell has 
also filed a civil suit seeking $2 
million in damages. 
The Jensen lawyers tried to

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ira­ 
nian realtor Moussa Moaadel 
dreamed of living in an 
American president's house. So 
the minute Gerald Ford’s 
Virginia home went on the 
market he put in a bid without 
even looking at the property. 
Tuesday, Moaadel, a ba­ 
chelor. was listening to the 
radio when he learned his 
$137,000 cash offer had been ac­ 
cepted. 
He plans to move in as soon 
as the closing papers are 
signed 
“ It is a president’s home and 
it’s a great honor to live in his 
house.” he said. “ To me, he’s a 
great president. Second, just to 
own a home that belonged to the 
President of the United States 
— the most important man in 
the universe — is a great honor 
for a young man " 
Moaadel, 34. was able to pay 
cash for the house because he 
has been “ very successful” in 
real estate for the past eight 
years He said he was not rich 
when he came to the United 
States as a student 14 years ago. 
“ I did not bring any fortune 
with me except myself,” he 
said. “ I don’t have oil money. I 
have been selling real estate for 
eight years and I like this 
business I have done super in 
it ” 
Although Moaadel had no 
direct contact with Ford on the 
purchase, he did get a post-sale 
call from Army Maj Robert 
Barrett, presidential military 
aide handling Ford’s personal 
transition affairs 
Barrett, he said, “ extended 
President Ford’s appreciation 
for my patience and said he’s 
very happy to have sold the 
house to someone who worked 
so hard to get it." 
Moaadel said he was first to 
register a contract (a legal step 
indicating interest in a proper­ 
ty) on Ford's house in the 
Washington suburb of Alex­ 
andria when another realty 
firm put it on the market Dec. 
1. 
“ I didn't even see the 
neighborhood.” he said 
“ No 
matter what it was. I thought 
that’s the house I'd like to live 
in." 
Moaadel did eventually look 
at the property and found the 
four-bedroom colonial style 
brick house "very good looking 
from the outside." and the out­ 
door swimming pool especially 
nice

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I hope you or one of the readers can 
tell me h w to clean the caulking around my bathtub It 
looks blacx 1 te it is mildewed and nothing 1 have used 
will clean this off. — E M. 
DEAR E.M. — You might try applying dilated bleach 
with an old toothbrush. That should remove the mildew 
and clean the caulking, too. Denatured alcohol is 
another suggestion or diluted hydrogen peroxide. Good 
luck! - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I have several Pointers to share with the 
other readers Try this before renting a steamer to remove old 
wallpaper. Soak a fluffy NEW paint roller in hot water and use 
it to thoroughly wet the paper. Many times this is all that 
needs to be done to make the paper loose enough to scrape 
right off. 
To remove paint smears from windows, add household am­ 
monia or vinegar to the hot water Ammonia takes those putty 
smears off of NEW windows, too. 
Rubbing alcohol will remove that hair spray film that will 
not wash off the bathroom mirror. Follow with warm water, 
rinse and polish with a paper towel. 
Those car shampoo gadgets that attach to the garden hose 
and have rotary brushes are a work saver when washing the 
outside of windows Buy one that has a dispenser for suds and 
a telescoping handle. Use mild liquid detergent suds on the 
windows and sills and then rinse. Bugs and dust are flushed 
away Finish the job with a rubber blade squeegee such as 
professional window cleaners use. — MRS F.W F. 
DEAR POLLY — C.W. wanted to know how to make her 
spotted jeans look better. I do not know whether or not the 
following will help those particular jeans, but this is good for 
making jeans look pre-washed I fill the washer with hot water 
and mix in two cups of bleach and one and a half cups of white 
vinegar. Put in one or two pairs of jeans and let run through 
the wash cycle. Do not let the water drain out. Stop washer 
and turn back to wash cycle again. Repeat still another time, 
which gives them three washes in the same water 
After the third wash cycle is completed, stop and add 
detergent. Let go through full cycle again and into rinse You 
will have truly pre-washed jeans My son’s were beautiful 
when done this way, but I used warm water instead of hot, 
since I did not want so much shrinkage. A store selling such 
things gave me this “recipe ” — BETTY B 
Polly’s note — the first time around I would only put in one 
pair of jeans so as to be sure this gives the look you want. It 
does call for more bleach than one usually uses in a machine 
load of clothes.

The Republicans had hoped 
to force an open debate on the 
House rules and also had 
prepared a series of amend­ 
ments ranging from allowing 
broadcasting of House ses­ 
sions to outlawing proxy 
voting in committees. 
But the majority party rules 


and the Democrats voted to 
cut off debate and adopted a 
new set of rules which reduced 
the num ber of m em bers 
needed for a quorum on com­ 
mittees from one-half to one- 
third and allowed members 
more frequent absences from 
the House floor. 
The vote, following party 
lin e s, w as 261-140 w ith 
Republicans opposed.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Oil spills — who pays for them? 


WASHINGTON - With one oil tanker 
after another bleeding oil upon our 
seacoasts. the American people not only 
are stuck with the environmental blight 
but must also pay most of the clean-up 
costs 
The secret papers of the shipowners 
revealed how they bamboozled Congress 
in the later 1960s to absolve them from 
fin an cial 
lia b ility . 
They anticipated the 
nasty oil spillages, 
w h ic h 
h a v e 
now 
polluted our shores 
They lobbied behind 
the scenes, therefore, 
to m ake sure they 
wouldn t have to pay 
the damages. 
In fact, they foresaw 
an 
e n v iro n m e n ta l 
catastro p h e, 
which 
hasn't yet happened 
Some day. they expect 
a 
giant. 200,000-ton 
supertanker to break 
up and belch 50 million 
to 80 million gallons of 
oil into our coastal 
waters This would be enough to stain the 
surf and blacken the beaches for 
hundreds of miles 
We began to investigate the oil in­ 
dustry’s awesome power to pollute after 
the tanker Argo Merchant broke apart on 
a shoal off Nantucket and gushed more 
than seven million gallons of oil into a 
pounding sea 
We made trips out of state and out of 
the country to question oil insiders We 
obtained documents in both English and 
Greek, proving that the international 
petroleum and shipping industries 
blocked the laws, which might have 
saved our coats from the oil blight. 
In Athens. Brussels. Lisbon. London. 
New York and Rome, according to these 
documents, international oil men. ship­ 
pers and insurance moguls conspired 
privately as early as 1967 to thwart the 
U S anti-pollution bills 
They were worried about the in­ 
evitability of oil spills. The huge super­ 
tankers carried enough oil to con­ 
tam inate an entire seacoast These long, 
whale-shaped sea monsters were con­ 
structed of such thin steel for their size, 
warned the experts, that they would rip 
apart if they sbcald ever run aground. 
Members of Congress, forseeing the 
danger, began drafting some tough 
liability laws This U S move could set a 
worldwide standard, which could raise 
insurance rates sky high or even make 
the su p ertan k ers uninsurable, the 
shipowners feared 
From th eir view point, the m ost 
dangerous measures were introduced by 
Sen Edmund Muskie. D -Me , and Rep 
Paul Rogers. D.-Fla. The bills would 
have assessed the clean-up costs to the 
industries that make a profit from oil. 
The shipowners tracked these bills 
m ore carefully than they had ever 
monitored a storm at sea “ Prospects of 
the (Muskie) bill’s passage ...” warned 
one lobbyist gloomily, “are considered 
to be very good.” 
The shipping lobbyists were joined by 
the oil lobbyists 
“ The A m erican 
Petroleum Institute will lobby to limit 
the liability of a shipowner,” happily 
reported one agent to his Athens-based 
bosses. 
Meanwhile, shippers and insurers met 
privately in Rome in late 1967 to consider 
the problem 
This was followed four 
months later by another secret meeting 
in Lisbon They finally agreed, according 
to a memo by one of the participants, to 
oppose strict liability on shipowners for 
damage caused by the escape of oil.” 
They hoped to limit the liability of 
shipowners merely to a polite explana­ 
tion, "The owner of a vessel from which 
oil has escaped, causing pollution, 
(should) explain how the oil was perm it­ 
ted to escape.” it was proposed 
In case of a disastrous oil spill, in other 
words, 
the insurance-shipping crowd 
wanted to let the owners off with a sim­ 
ple account of the accident. It would be 
left to the victim s to clean up the oily 
mess. 
R epresentatives of the world in­ 
surance and shipping industries slipped 
up to Capitol Hill in July, 1968 to sell this 


idea to the House Public Works Commit­ 
tee They paid a quiet call on Richard 
Sullivan, the chief counsel, w h p ^ a s 
processing the anti-pollutionjeglslatiorr, 
“ We were pleased to learn,” one^getit 
wrote back to his superiors. tha^Sullivan 
would “ abandon" the idea of holding the 
shipowners and oil companies totally 
liable for their oil accidents. Hie lob­ 
byists also “ argued strenuously against 
(unlimited) liability for removal costs” 
of spilled oil “ Mr. Sullivan and his staff 
finally agreed.” the memo reported 
triumphantly. 
According to the document. Sullivan 
then “ met separately with represen­ 
tatives of the American Petroleum In­ 
stitute 
Thereafter, another revision of 
the bill was prepared.” This contained 
additional concessions 
Crowed one shipping representative: 
“ We believe (the concessions) would ac­ 
com plish as good a resu lt as the 
shipowners and their (insurance) clubs 


could hope to achieve in any oil pollution 
bill which the United States Congress 
might pass.” It should not, the memo ad­ 
ded. “ have any serious effect on the (in­ 
surance) prem ium s.” 
Yet even this limited anti-pollution 
measure was kept off the law books for 
two m ore years. It provided for a 
moderate boost in liability, with no real 
means for collecting on oil disasters. 
In the last Congress, environmen­ 
talists tried once more to place more 
liability for oil spillages on the oil in­ 
dustry and the tanker fleets. But once 
again it was bottled up by the special in­ 
terests. 
Footnote: The able Sullivan, who was 
merely carrying out orders, told us he 
remembered the 1968 meetings. He ad­ 
mitted the memos made him “ look like I 
was in somebody’s pocket.” But he in­ 
sisted he had acted in what he thought 
was the public interest . “ Maybe I should 
have been tougher,” he said, sighing

Polo, and if anyone during the banquets 
held in his honor uttered a whispering 
word of derogation of the capitalist 
system, the offender was no doubt sent 
off to Gulag for ten years. But it did not 
work, on returning to the United States, 
Mr. Ford announced that his company 
would not build a truck company for the 
Soviet Union. No doubt he was in part 
motivated by the flow of Russian truck- 
traffic from North Vietnam to South 
Vietnam carrying ammunition for use 
against American soldiers. Capitalists 
aren't dumb: the m ore A m erican 
soldiers killed in Vietnam, you see, the 
fewer potential buyers of Ford cars. 
The Russians blasted the decision of 
Henry Ford — all that hospitality 
wasted! — and said that, after all, all 
they needed to do was bestow their com­ 
mercial favors elsewhere. However, the 
months went by and no other combine 
stepped forward, presumably because 
Europeans didn't have the right com­ 
bination of technology, and credit. 
But American companies in due course 
came in. A combine of the Pullman Com­ 
pany, 
IBM, 
Westinghouse, Ingersoll- 
Rand and others stepped forward, and 
four billion dollars later, the curtains 
were drawn on the Kama River Plant. 
Listen to the report from Mr. David 
Shipler of the New York Times: 
“ ...the whole effort is already being 
hailed by both sides as a huge monument 
to the power of Soviet and American 
economic cooperation The Kama River 
Plant embodies the Soviet passion for 
bigness and the American aptitude for 
automation By its sheer size, the huge 
complex, which covers more than 38 
square miles and will employ 90,000 
workers, is as bold as the thunder of a 
propaganda poster, embodying the in­ 
dustrial might and heroism that con­ 
stitute much of the Soviet definition of 
Berry’s World

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socialism and patriotism .” 
Now it isn’t as though we and our 
brothers in the Kremlin had had a 
perfect time of it. Something happened 
along the way, namely the Jackson 
Amendment, the term s of which deny to 
the Soviet Union the economic benefits 
of Most Favored Nation until the Soviet 
Union perm its its nationals the right to 
emigrate guaranteed under the Soviet 
Constitution and the United Nations 
Convention on Human Rights. 
There are interesting arguments to the 
effect that the Jackson Amendment is 
the wrong kind of pressure to use in 
foreign affairs: but it is hard to marshall 
emotional arguments against it 
Such 
emotions are not entertained at the 
Kama River Plant by Communist of­ 
ficials, needless to say; but not by 
Americans, either. Listen 
“ Foreign Trade 
M inister Nikolai 
Patolichev said in a speech that without 
some change soon. Moscow would turn 


more of its attention to trade with other 
countries... At a dinner here, American 
executives rose one after another to 
toast their Soviet hosts and to denounce 
the law; one even thanked the Russians 
for being so ‘patient’ with the United 
States.” 
The American capitalist who is so em ­ 
barrassed by American obstructionism 
in our relations with the Soviet Union is 
well known in Soviet mythology. He is 
the proverbial capitalist who will sell the 
Communists the rope with which to hang 
the last capitalist. He may not be exactly 
typical of American capitalists. But he is 
the quintessential capitalist as seen by 
the dissidents within the Soviet Union — 
the man Solzhenitsyn talked about when 
he addressed the AFL-CIO Convention in 
Washington in 1975. How should these 
capitalists abroad be reg ard ed by 
Americans in general? Concerning that 
question we shall have, as they say in the 
bureaucracy, some inputs.

It was most distressing to read the 
editorial “Container Refunds?” which 
appeared in your December 9 edition. In 
it. you support the “ Bottle Bill" law 
(SB 4) recently introduced by Sen Omer 
L Rains (D-Ventura) and label it as the 
solution to “ significantly affect the 
state’s litter problem.” 
Whether California’s litter problem 
will even be dented is highly debatable — 
however, this type of law would most 
certainly “ significantly affect” the con­ 
sum er, 
retailer, m anufacturer and 
California's economy all in a harmful, 
negative way. 


California's own legislative analyst, A. 
Alan Post, recently made a study of the 
effects of the “ Bottle Bill” in California 
and found: a potential loss of up to 4,800 
jobs and resultant decrease in payroll of 
$19 million; a cost to industry of up to 
$320 million to alter its packaging 
production; and a loss in profits of as 
much as $200 million Simple logic dic­ 
tates a sharp rise in consumer prices for 
beer and soft drinks as a result. Also, a 
loss of tax revenue for local and state 
governments.

RESIDENCE REQUIREMENTS 
Students applying for admission to Allan Hancock College must meet the 
residence requirements as specified in the college catalog. The residence deter 
mmation date for any term or semester is the day immediately preceding the 
opening day of instruction for that term or semester. A student, regardless of 
age. will be required to pay non-resident fees unless he has been a legal resident 
of the State of California for more than one year on the residence determination 


date 


An out-of-State or foreign student must pay fees of $31 per unit up to a total of 
$465 per semester There is no tuition for resident students 


Students who are members of the Armed Forces of the United States stationed 
on active duty in California shall be entitled to resident classification until they 
have resided in the State the minimum time necessary to become a resident (one 
year) A student deimendent of a member of the Armed Forces stationed in 
California shall be given resident classification for such time as it takes the stu­ 
dent to establish residency 


OPEN CLASS POLICY 
All Allan Hancock College classes are open to all students. With the exception of 
intercollegiate contact sports, classes are open to both sexes Some courses 
have academic prerequisites which are listed in the college catalog The notation 
"or permission of the instructor" in the catalog indicates that the prerequisites 
shown may be waived by the instructor for a student with equivalent experience 
or training 


INTER-DISTRICT TRANSFERS 
A student whose residence is in another community college district may be 
required to obtain an inter-district permit from that district This permit must be 
presented at the time of registration. 


SPECIAL PROBLEMS CLASSES 
Students are required to enroll in Special Problems classes either during regular 
registration or late registration. It is the responsibility of each student to com­ 
plete the Special Problems Contract, obtained from the instructor of the class, 
and return this contract to the Records Office on or before February 14. A stu­ 
dent who fails to follow this procedura shall be dropped from the class. 


FEES AND EXPENSES 
For Santa Maria classes only a student body fee of $2.00 per unit is charged to a 
maximum of $10.00. A Student Body Card good for admission to all student 
body sponsored activities is available 
Students at other locations are not charged student body fees, but may 
purchase Student Body Cards at the mam campus if they wish. 


A materials fee is charged in specified courses 
Fees are not refundable unless a class is cancelled and the student does not 


enroll in another class of equivalent credit, or unless the student withdraws of­ 
ficially from all classes during the first fifteen school days from the official 
starting date Credit classes beginning after and including the sixth week of a 
semester shall be charged a fee of $2 per unit with a maxiumum of $5. 
Students buy their own textbooks and supplies, which may amount to as much 
as $50 to $90 per semester for a full time student

College Refresher Program courses are provided for students who wish to up 
date their basic skills in math. English, and reading prior to < 
college credit program. Veterans who need refresher/remedial work may enroll 
in this program and qualify for their education allowances without loss of any 
months of VA entitlement. The program may be entered at any time t roug 
oDen registration and is offered in nine week cycles. The program is offered at 
Vandenberg Bldg.
